Education is divided into three parts, 
moral, intellectual and physical. A 
moral education ia one half of a per- 
sons education. An iiilellei tual ed- 
ucation is three .tenths of it. A 
physical education is two tenths of 
it. All of these parts of education 
are presented in ecbool. All of tbam 
coaMaad aaMWBta la tha aod to tha 
troth, tha lawa of aatara, tha lawa of 
Qod. AohUdkarBBiaflaitaly atore 
of theee out of ecbool thaaitiapoa- 
sible for bis teacher to teach him. It 
is very important, tbjrefore, for 
patrons and the community to take 
things under cousideratiou and to do 
what they i an for Uio upbuilding of 
the cbildren.
